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State Allots $8,400 to Upland 


For Post War Construction Program 


LEGISLATORS 10 
OFFER MONEY ON | 
O0-O0 BASS 


On the basis of Upland match- 
ing funds from the state for post- 
war constructicn, this city will 
receive $8,400 from California’s 
financial reserve, Assem>lyman 
R. Fred Price announced today 
following his return from the spe- 
cial session of the state legisla- 





In the special session which 
closed Tuesday night, the officials 
alloted to San Bernardino county 
$214,000 for use in approved con- 
struction projects, the money to 
be (given on condition that each 
public agency would match th 
state funds. : 

The allotment was made on a 
per capita basis icf $1.33, which 
means a total of $8,400 for Upland. 

Establishment of the post-war 
funds for use by counties and 
cities was one of the major acts 
during the special session called 
by Governor Earl. Warren, ac- 
cording to-Mr. Price. 

“It is up to each city to apply 
to the state for the money and to 
submit plans for proposed im- 


provements,” the legislator lex- 
plained. 
“Of course, no werk can be 


started until after the war and 
when materials become available. 
This is only one phase of the 
state’s program ‘to provide worth- 
while employment projects for 
the post-war era.” 

The city of Upland, along with 
other municipalities in the county 
is known to have plans for im- 
provements and it is “éxpected 
Upland officials will prepare def- 
inite specifications for proposed 
work. 

In addition to the financial 
measure, the legislatcrs also con- 
tinued the additicnal $6 for aver- 
age daily attendance at schools 
to the school districts. This in- 
crease over the usual figure was 
voted a year ago and the new ac- 
tion continued this figure for an- 
other year.
